Thla  foracaat  of  tba  ootnlnv  ordara- 
In-oountiil  waa  given  to  tha  Aaaoclatad 
Praaa  today  In  an  ln.tervlaw  by  Mr. 
Waltor  Runolman,  Praaldant  of  tha 
Bo«rd  of  Trada.  Mr.  Runctman  admit- 
tod  that  articlea  In  addition  to  thoaa 
named  would  b«  placed  on  the  Hat  of 
prohibited  Iraporta,  but  In  advance  of 
tkb  laauanoe  of  the  order  hb  declined 
to  aay  what  they  are.  He  agreed  that 
the  decree  would  have  eonalderable  ef- 
fect on  eiporta,  but  he  pointed  out  that 
It  applied  to  all  countriea  alike,  and  de- 
olarad  It  waa  abaolutely  neceaaary  to 
limit  the  ahlpment  of  bulky  luxurlea 
in  order  to  provide  room  on  ahlpa  for 
BeceaaAHea.

"But  plOBae  remember,"  aald  Mr. 
Runclman,  "that  the  laauance  of  thla 
order  la  forced  on  the  country,  not  aa  a 
matter  of  policy,  but  entirely  beoauae 
of  th#  aboruge  of  tonnage.  Wa  want 
ImporU  from  the  United  Btetea;  we 
want  your  wheal,  cotton  and  meat,  and 
we  need  other  tlUoga  which  we  cannot 
gat  tf  tha  apBOe  on  veMala  la  Uken 
pp    with    luxurlea. 

<^Riwrytma«  poaafUa  hi  beta*  dva»  ta 
rellev*  the  ahorUge  In  ahlpa.  Every  ahip 
flying  the  Britlsb  flag  la  now  controlled 
by  the  Government.  ImmenHO  numbere 
of  (hem  have  been  reauUltloned,  and 
oth^ra  are  anbiect  to  direct  control  by 
way  of  lloenoea.  Whether  it  will  be 
nccett»ary  to  requlaltlon  or  lloence  more 
I  cannot  aay.  but  for  my  own  part  I 
hope  thla  will  not  be  done." 

Mr.  Runclman  aald  the  Importetlon 
of  aome  freah  frulta  probably  would  be 
prohibited  later,  but  he  pointed  out  that 
thla  would  alTeet  tha  United  flUtaa  only 
allghtly. 

Turnlag  from  the  matter  of  iraporta 
to  the  ganeral  Induatrlal  nituatlon  In  the 
Brltlah  lalea.  Mr.  Runclman  aald  'there 
never  had  been  greater  activity  In  tha 
Urger  Induatrlea:  that  wagea  were 
higher  than  ever  before  and  that  tha 
percentage  of  unemployment  never  had 
been  ao  amatl  In  the  hlatory  of  the 
country. 

Vaw  Vaaaiplorad 

"In  all  the  larger  Induatrlee."  Mr. 
Runclman  continued,  "there  haa  never 
been  greater  activity,  but  the  bulk  of 
output,  of  oourae,  ia  for  war  purpoaea. 
The  only  tradea  relatively  quiet  are 
building,  linen  and  aome  of  the  luxary- 
prodiiclng  trader  but  aven  In  theae 
there  la  little  unemployment,  working 
peopla  either  haying  aeoured  other  em- 
ployment or  Joined  the  army.  The 
amount  of  abort  time  la  comparatively 
amalL  The  proportion  of  unemployment 
In  the  tradea  unlona  at  preaent  la  at>out 
one  half  of  one  per  cent.  In  normal 
tlmaa  It  la  about  Ave  per  cent,  an^  In 
timea  of  peace,  it  haa  acaroely  ever 
fallen  below  tw«  par  cent  The  aama 
eondlUoaa  prevkll  la  the  non-union 
trade*. 

"Thoaa  who  have  joined  the  forcea 
have  been  replaoed  by  young  people,  men 
beyond  the  n^lltery  age.  and  Urge  num. 
bera  of  womwi.  lionger  houra  are  be- 
ing worked  In  Boarly  all  the  tradai.  and 
it  la  eatlnutted  that  thla  overtime 
repraaanla  aa  taereaae  of  4%  per  cent 
In  the  Bumtwr  of  peraona  employed.  A 
few  flrme  have  oloaed  down,  but  among 
the  aotlva  flrma  only  aaran  per  cent  of 
their  machinery  haa  ba«B  Idle  during 
the  war.'^ 

Thla  la  a  batter  faeord  than  for  peace 
tlmea. 


QueatloBad  wbetker  tka  Boards  of 
Trade  had  laid  plana  te  And  employ- 
ment for  the  great  number  of  men  who 
woukl  be  ralaaaed  trom  the  army  after 
the  war.  Mr.  RanetvaB  aald  thla  vital 
gueotloa  already  waa  under  oonaldera- 
tloB.  and  atepe  were  being  taken  to  meet 
the  attuatton.  That  there  ecould  be  eome 
unemployment  ^e  did  not  doubu  but  he 
believed  that  a  aatlafactory  aolutlon  of 
the  altuatlon   woald   b*   founA 

"On  the  return  of  peace."  aald  Mr.' 
Runolman.  "the  nyn  will  leave  the 
army  gradually.  There  wiU  be  a  dlaap- 
pearanc*  of  overtime  work  and  a  re- 
duction iB  tka  Burobar  of  koora  of 
work,  whloh  win  caU  for  the  employ- 
ment of  more  people.  ▲  Btimlier  of  tha 
men  will  go  back  to  ooal  mining,  and 
there  will  be  a  oonaiderable  demand  for 
labor  la  tka  export  trade.  The  whole 
queatlon  hingea  largely  on  the  reatora- 
tlon  of  our  export  trade,  and  tonnage  to 
eope  with  It" 

Mr.  lyAolman  aald  that  under  the 
dUoUaa  aekaoM  tkar*  wUl  b*  raaUtnUon 
old  plaoeo  to  maa  who  had 
aerved  at  the  front  Labor,  he  added, 
would  find  Iteelf  In  much  the  aame  po- 
altion  at  the  end  of  the  war  aa  obtelned 
l>efor*  the  ooafllct  began.  No  attempt 
would  be  made  to  take  advaatege  of 
thoee  who  bad  temporarily  waived  their 
righte  In  order  to  flgbt  for  their 
country.

PARIS.  March  17.— The  comparative 
calm  of  the  laat  tw6  daya  at  Verdun 
atnce  the  failure  of  the  third  onalaught 
of  the  Crown  Prince  ia  ralaing  a  feel- 
ing of  hopeful  expecUtlon  In  Pari*. 
The  military  critic  of  the  Journpl  dee 
X>ebau  auma  up  tk*  faallng  by  reaiark- 
lag: 

"Tk*  akoment  la  ^m»  whenr-  tnatead 
Of  aaklng  what  the  Oormana  are  going 
to  do,  one  muat  aak  what  the  French  are 
going  to  do." 

An  artlde.  publlahad  In  a  Bwlaa  qpwa- 
paptr.  The  Jura  Journala,  and  aald  te 
be  from  "a  competent  aource."  glveo 
what  purporta  to  be  a  atory  of  the 
Oerman  alma  at  Verdun  and  the  prepar- 
atlona  made  to  bring  theae  to  peea. 
The  newapaper  aaya  that  an  otTenalve 
waa  decided  upon  at  a  grand  war  ooun- 
<ill  In  an  Ardeanea  town  In  September 
aa  a  eounter-blaat  to  th*;expeoted  move 
of  the  Alllea  in  the  Spring.  It  waa 
originally  intended  to  attack  Verdun  In 
April,  and.  having  'conquered  there 
eeatly.  aa  they  expected,  to  engage  In 
wider  operation*,  to  which  the  Verdun 
campaign  waa  only  preparatory.  The 
Swiaa  newapaper  adda,  however,  that 
"the  Information  from  England,  and 
atUl  more  the  reporte  from  Rome,  In 
conaequence  of  Briand'a  vlalt,  cauaed 
them  to  advance  It  nearly  two  montha, 
deaplte    Inclement    weather." 

Ever  aince  8eptemt>*r,  It  le  aald,  the 
Oermana  war*  engaged  In  organising. 
Men  were  cboaen  with  utmoat  care  from 
the  whole  army  aad  trained,  armed  and 
prepared  eei>eeially  for  the  offenalve. 
Men  of  doubtful  value  In  the  depota 
were  aent  to  the  front  The  moot  ro- 
buat  and  l>eai  Inatructed  eoldlera  of  th* 
young  claaaea  were  held  In  t'eaerve. 
Each  army  on  the  Western  front  fur- 
niahed  a  apedally  ekoaan  eorpa,  with 
the  aole  •xeoptlona  of  th*  Sixth  and 
Fiiat  armlaa,  atatloned  In  Artola  and 
at  Solaaona,  reapeotlvely.  The**  it  waa 
thought    lmprud*nt  to   w*aken. 

The  aeventh  reaarv*  corpa.  which  had 
aeveral  tlmea  ahown  exceptional  quail- 
Ue*  In  battl*.  wa*  withdrawn  from 
QoBeral  von  Merlngen'a  afmy  ia  the 
Alan*  region.  Similarly,  tka  llth  corp* 
waa  deteehed  from  Oeaaral  von  Bue- 
low'a^  army  on  the  Sooun*;  the  IStk 
frfAi  the  army  of  Duke  Albrecht  of 
Wurttemberg,  near  Tpre4,  and  the  Ba- 
varian dIvlalOB  from  Oeneral  von 
Strantx.  In  the  Meu**-Moeelle  dietrlct 
The  third,  or  Brandenburg  oorpe.  habit* 
ually  reaerved  for  critical  taska.  waa 
added  to  th*  Hat  after  being  reated  and 
brought  up  to  Ita  normal  atrength  after 
the  Chami^agne  lo*a*a. 

Plaally,  tka  Aaatrlaa  and  Oerotaa 
factorlea  war*  atrataad  to  their  utmoat 
to  provide  aupplie*  of  gna  mnaltlon* 
for  thla   army   d'ellte.

Fears  for  Missing  Lifeboat 
Carrying  Fifteen  Persons — 
Swedish  Steamer  Damaged 
in  Same  Locality  in  Tow.

UONMJttt,  March  lT.«^tem  datalla 
of  the  alnklng  of  the  88.  Tabantlk.  JA>rd 
Kobert  Cecil,  Minister  of  War  Trade, 
expreaaed  the  belief  today  la  an  tnter- 
view  with  the  repreeentetlve  of  the  Aa- 
•oclatad  Prea*  yiat  the  veaael  waa  tor- 
pedoed. 

"We  recently  detelned  tb*  Tubaatlaa 
day  or  t4vo  for  the  purpoae  of  taking 
actual  contraband  from  her  malla,"  said 
Lord  Robert  Cecil,  "but  we  never  aent 
aeveral  hundred  aacka  of  mall  to  the 
bottom  of  tha  ocean." 

Lord  Robert  aald  that  he  waa  In  re- 
ceipt of  nd  definite  or  official  reports 
oa  which  to  baae  bis  opinion  that  the 
ship  was  torpedoed.  Ue  added  that  he 
was  inclined  to  believe  that  the  Qer- 
roana  were  ao  determined  upon  the  de- 
atructlon  of  tonnage  that  they  will  not 
forego  attacking  neutral  shlpa  to  aarve 
thla  puri>oae. 

ITron  the  queatlon  of  the  deatructlon 
0f  tonnage.  Lord  Robert  Cecil  turned 
to  the  aubjact  of  the  blockade,  aaylng: 

"Uur  rbporta  show  that  Germany  1* 
tMcoming  weaker.  While  nations  In  the 
past  continued  fighting  long  after  eco- 
nomic exhauatlon.  It  muat  be  remem- 
bered that  this  war  la  different;  that 
flnancea  are  much  more  Important  than 
ever  before,  and  the  deatructlon  of  ma- 
terial greater.  Our  relatione  with  the 
neutrala.  as  affected  by  the  blockade, 
are  gradually   Improving. 

"Conaul  Uenfral  Skinner  haa  a  plan 
under  way  in  the  United  Stetea  which 
^promises  to  work  aatlsf actory  reeulta  to 
both  parties,  while  it  can  be  aald  that 
our  relatione  with  Sweden  are  Improv- 
ing. We  have  never  sought  trouble 
there.  While  nothing  similar  to  the 
iJanlsh  agreement  la  In  sight  It  la  aald 
that  negotiations  are  showing  aome  pi-o- 
gr**B.  We  h«p*  in  time  to  aecure  the 
release  of  our  parcel  p*at.  held  tb*r* 
t«  cpiMtlderabl*  quantities.  With  thinga 
••tag  •*  well,  we-  Baust  .turn  our  atten- 
tloa  te  the  qoeatlon  of  the  propofled

It  la  likely  that  the  end  of  the  da- 
bate  will  be  reached  on  Monday. 
Premier  Bowser  moved  the  ^iournment 
yesterday  and  will,  therefore,  resume 
the  debate  on  Monday  afternoon.  Prob- 
ably with  his  si>eech  the  debate  will 
terminate. 

The  member  for  Delta  was  unable  to 
acquiesce  ia  tiM  claim  of  the  Liberal 
leader.  Mr.  Brewster,  that  it  was  due 
to  the  action  of  tha  UbaraU  that  the 
•T>nnd^pir.**  opsratea  on  elsetion  aayin 
victoria,  had  been  closed.  Mr.  Brewster 
has  placed  many  questions  on  the  order 
paper  relative  to  that  Incident  seeklns 
Information,  evidently  with  the  Intent 
to  securlnc  credit  for  his  party.  If  Mr. 
Moore,  the  returning  oncer  appointed 
by  the  Qovernment  at  the  election,  was 
a  Liberal,  then  the  Liberals  closed  the 
placa  '  As  a  ntatter  of  fact,  it  was  Mr. 
Moore  who  Instructed  the  police  to  act. 
Was  it  not  a  fact  that  the  liquor  men 
of  Victoria  boasted  of  havins  elected 
the  Liberal  member?  Surely,  now  that 
Mr.  Brewster  was  safely  returned,  he 
would  not  repudiate  hla  friends.  Was 
it  surprising  that  It  took  him  nearly  a 
week  before  he  mustered  courage  enough 
to  a^  the  name  of  that  clever  gentle- 
nven  who  came  over  from  Vbncouver  and 
addressed  the  hotel  men  to  such  effect 
that  they  pinned  their  faith  to  the 
Liberal  candidate? 


■Istofy  Bspsats  ItaaU 

Captain  Mackensie  recalled  that  when 
he  entered  the  House  in  1901.  following 
the  election  at  which  the  people  ap- 
proved of  the  railway  policy  of  Sir 
Richard  McBrlde.  there  had  been  two 
Socialist  memt>ers,  two  Liberals  and  38 
Conservatives.  At  that  time  the  ques- 
tion of  the  leadership  of  the  Opposition 
was  a  much  mooted  ona  Ekiual  In  point 
of  numbers,  the  Socialists  led  in  tactica 
Now,  Mr.  Brewster  professed  to  believe 
that  under  similar  conditions  the  ques- 
tion is  a  minor  one.  Then  he  and  his 
Liberal  colleague  went  into  the  corridor 
to  settle  their  status  and  the  Hocialists 
captured  their  trencMss.  80  far  during 
the  present  session  the  Liberals  bad 
refrained  from  attempting  any  counrbr- 
attack  to  recapture  the  positions  lost  at 
that    time. 

<;aptain  Mackensie  strongly  urged 
upon  the  Qovernment  the  necessity  of 
prompt  and  generous  consideration  of 
the  claims  of  the  returned  soldlera 
While  various  committees  had  been  or- 
ganised and  were  undoubtedly  doing 
their  best  to  formulate  suggestions  and 
schemes.  It  waa  possible  that  the  differ- 
ent vlew-i>olnts  would  occasion  delay. 
Already  23>  men  have  returned  from 
the  front,  of  whom  1&9  have  made  ap- 
plication for  employment  and  but  114 
have  secured  It  When  It  was  con- 
sidered that  l«,000  men  have  enlisted 
from  British  Columbia,  the  importance 
and  magnitude  of  the  problem  would  be 
realised.  The  suggested  land  sattlement 
plan  might  provide  for  a  considerable 
number  but  it  would  ba  Interesting  to 
know  how  many  soldiers  in  the  past 
presented  with  land  had  settled  upon 
It  Cars  should  also  be  taken  that  tb« 
soldiers  should  not  be  deprived  of  their 
right  to  vote  at  the  coming  election. 

Many  Conaervatlve  Asaoclatlons  bad 
their  mamberahip  depleted  by  '  tha  oalL 
It  did  not  appear  that  the  memb^ts  of 
Liberal  Asaoclatlons  had  evinced  the 
same  desire  to  enlist,  due  not  to  the  lack 
of  conrage  and  patriotism  in  their  ranks 
so  far  as  the  Delta  riding  was  con- 
cerned, but  rather  to  the  failure  of  their 
local  leaders  to  measure  up  to  the  stan- 
dard expected  of  them.  The  present 
Liberal  candidate  la  Delta,  at  a  large 
public  gathering  at  Murrayvllle,  recent- 
ly, bluntly  announced  that  he  would-  not 
enlist  for,  aa  he  told  them,  be  waa  too 
big  a  coward,  but  1^  waa  willing  to 
pay  aomeone  elae  to  do  hla  ahare  of 
Aghting.  That  brand  of  patrlotiam 
could  hardly  be  expected  to  atlmntate 
tha  young  Llberala  of  the  riding.  The 
az-member  for  Delta,  now  a  Uberal 
candidate  la  Dewdaey,  had  failed  to  use 
hla  abllitiaa  as  an  orator  to  secure  re- 
crulta.  Rather  had  he  devoted  his  aT- 
forta  to  politics  to  the  detriment  of  re- 
cruiting la  the  district.  The  soldlara. 
wherever  thajr  might  l>e,  should  have 
opportunity  to  vote.  The  Blactlon  Act 
should  be  amended  to  prevent  a  soldier 
beiag  atruek  off  the  Hat  bssauae  of  alx 
months'  sbaenre.  In  Dcwdney,  Delta  and 
New  Westminster  the  Liberals  asked 
that  soldiers  be  disfranchised  at  tha 
recent  Court  of  Revision  at  New  Weat- 
mlnstar.  Was  tba  ax-laadar  ar  tha 
Liberal  party,  tboagih  living  In  Delta, 
now  runninir  la  Dawiaay  beeaass  ha 
was  "too  proud  ta  Ogtat"  la  Deltar 

Captain  Maokaaale  eitad  the  emmr 
eoadamaatioae  of  the  OovemsMat  by 
the  mamlMr  for  Newcastle,  who  UaaMd 
tba  adiBlBlatratlon  for  allawlag  labor 
rron  fW  Ualtad  ■tatso  to  eooM  la 
tafta  the  »lao»  mi  *«•  wl 
If  IM  toav  of  aair  soeh 
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it  would  reeelva  prno^t  action. 
Patatlag  to  tha  advisablUty  of  aa  ex- 
taaalso    of    the    dooMstlo    acleaoe    and 
BBssirt'  tralalng  coureaa  to  rural  sehooli. 
the  speaker  alao  soggasted  the  teaching 
of    subjaets    pertalaiag    to    agrlcuitur*. 
He  alao  advooatad  aetlaa  by  tba  Legla- 
lataro    to    Impreos    opoo     tba      Voderal 
aMtborttlea  tbe  bead  of  farther  regula- 
tloos    prohlMtlag      the     importatloo    of 
Qbtosoe  eggs  anlaaa  properly  asarbed.  a 
step   la    tbe   tatereats   both   of    tbe  con- 
sumers aad  pooltrymen  of  tbe  Province. 
Such  a  provtslsB.  eonplad  with  cheaper 
feed    which    would    ba    available    whan 
wheat    ahlpmaats    wore    mada    via    this 
Coast,    would    make   poultry-raising   one 
of   tbe  moet   profitable   brancbea  of   the 
agrleultural   laduaUy.     Tbe  Qovernment 
might  eensMer  tho  advisabtlity  of  sup- 
plying to  each  settler  a  setting  of  eggs. 
Dealing  with  tba  laad  question  from 
tha  standpoint  of  oaa  wbo  believed  In 
tba  sale  of  lands  and  the  atllisation  of 
the  proeeeds  to  dev«|||p  other   portions 
of    the    Province    ^d     provide      roads, 
bridges   and   scbo«U    rather   tbaa   oyer- 
taxiag  thoao  now  here,  or  over-borrow- 
lag  OB  tba  erodit  o^  the  Province.  Cap- 
Uln  Mackensie  pointed  to  the  example 
aet  by  that  sUancb  Uberal.  Hon.  Wll- 
11am    Pugsley.     The    Utter    belonged    10 
a   Cabinet    that    boasted   of    free    lands 
for  settlers,   but   be  bad   recently     for- 
askea  ,  that    policy    and    had    announced 
that  reaults  had  not  Justified  It.     When 
tbe  Liberals  In  this  Province  condemned 
tha  sola  of  landa  thay   failed  to  show 
where    they    would    secure    revenue    to 
off-eet  tbe  receipts  from  the  sale  other 
than  by  taxation. 

Much  had  baaa  made  by  the  Liberals 
of  tbe  alienation  of  lands  and  timber 
by  thn  Qovernment.  The  ex-member 
for  Dalta  had  introduced  a  new  brand 
oF°  aUenatlon  in  that  rldlns.  a  brand 
that  porbaya  would  soon  ba  popular 
sboMid  the  Liberals  be  returned  and 
given  the  task  of  enforcing  the  timber 
laws.  His  system  wss  to  first  help 
himself  to  tbe  timber  and  then  pay  hla 
dues — If  be  was  caught — and  even  if 
the  duea  doubled  or  trebled  under  that 
system,  still  there  was  always  tba 
chance  that  be  would  not  be  caught 
VaiaMOs  Wo«M  Baasat 
The  Agricultural  Credits  bill  was  a 
measure  which.  Captain  Mackensie  be- 
ttered, would  larg etr.  tt  not  eomptata- 
ly,  remedy  the  evil  of  sending  out  mil- 
lions for  foodstuffs  that  could  be 
grown  within  the  Province.  The  cli- 
mate, aoll  and  farmers  were  here,  but 
tbe  great  drawback — lack  of  capital — 
had  proved  the  brake  upon  the  wheel 
of  progress  in  the  rural  aectiona.  With 
the  asaljtsnco  of  capital  tbe  farmers 
uf  the  Delta  riding  alone  would  in- 
crease production  to  such  an  extent 
that  wry  soon  the  major  portion  of  the 
|1»,000,000  worth  of  imported  agricul- 
tural products  would  be  eliminated.  Prom 
the  putting  into  effect  of  tbe  act  a 
strong  and  healthy  Increase  In  popula- 
tion and  happy  and  prosperous  homes 
would  result  with  a  corresponding  bet- 
terment of  conditions  in  the  city. 

In  concluding.  Captain  Mackensie  re- 
calle.1  that  many  predictions  bad  been 
made  as  to  the  outcome  of  the  coming 
general  elections.  At  previous  elections 
there  was  tbe  same  constitutional  ad' 
viser  for  the  Liberals,  the  same  lobby. 
If  anyone  doubted  who  at  present  dom- 
inated the  Liberal  party  his  doubts 
could  be  dissipated  by  a  glance  at  the 
order  paper.  Tho  name  of  Oliver  could 
be  substituted  for  that  of  Brewster 
without  f-ny  change  In  the  sense  of  the 
record.  All  one  had  to  do  when  the 
latter  spoke  was  to  clQse  his  eyes  and 
It  was  the  aame  old  voice,  the  same 
old  campaign  clatter  the  House  heard 
nfteon  years  ago.  In  Vancouver  the_ 
Liberals  needed  a  man  without  a  rcc 
ord.     Thev  chose  Mr.  Macdonald. 

Hon.  William  Manson  (Skeena)  fol- 
lowing a  tribute  to  81r  Richard  Mc- 
Brlde and  regret  at  hla  departure  but 
pleaaure  at  the  fact  that  tbe  late  leader 
waa  atlU  In  a  poaltlon  to  do  valuable 
work  for  the  Province,  eulogised  the 
new  leader  of  the  party,  Hon.  Mr.  Bow- 
ser, ss  a  man  whose  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  Province  and  Ita  affaire, 
together  with  hla  admlnlatratlve  abil- 
ity, fitted  him  In  pre-eminent  manner 
for  the  high  position.  Mr.  Manson  re- 
gretted the  campaign  of  Insinuation 
and  slander  which  the  Liberals  had  aeen 
nt  to  enter  upon,  pointing  to  the  fact 
that  aucb  tactlca  only  militated  against 
the  value  of  the  work  of  the  Opposi- 
tion. Suggestions  of  a  tangible  na- 
ture  along     constructive    lines     would 

have  been  more  fitting. 

The  preeent  hard  times  had  been 
one  of  the  contributing  causes  of  the 
recent  pstty  defeat  at  the  polla.  the 
Liberals  having  blamed  present  condi- 
tions upon  Conservative  poli<nes.  But 
Investigation  showed  that  such  condi- 
tions were  prevalent  along  the  whole 
Coaat  In  the  United  Sutea  cttiea  to  the 
aouth.  Oregon,  where  they  have  the 
Initiative  and  referendum  and,  there- 
fore, according  to  the  LIberale  ahould 
be  In  an  idsal  eondltton,  ta  no  t>etler 
than  the  raat  of  the  Coast  states.  The 
dlfllculty  was  that  British  Columbia 
waa  unable  to  reach  the  natural  mar- 
keta  for  bar  products  bbcause  of  lack 
of  shipping  and  for  that  reason  was 
getting  but  1  per  oent  of  the  war  busi- 
ness which  had  made  tbe  Rastem  Prov- 
inces so  prosperoos.

Col.  J.  Duff  Stuart  Expected  at 
Early  Date  in  Victoria — Col.

Brigade. : 


Although  not  in  a  position  to  make 
any  definite  statement.  Col.  A.  T.  Ogll- 
vle.  the  D.O.C,  said  yesterday  that  the 
transfer  of  the  office  he  now  holds  to 
Col.  J.  Duff  Stuart,  commanding  the 
ISrd  Infantry  Brigade,  probably  would 
take  place  early  next  week.  The  latter 
officer  was  expected  to  come  to  Victoria 
on  Monday,  when  the  arrangementn 
would  be  made.  Col.  Ogilvie  explained 
that  the  change  had  been  authorised 
and  that  he  was  carrying  on  until  his' 
successor  could  prepare  to  move  his 
headquarters   to   thla   city.

The  delegation  waa  Introduced  by  lir, 
Herbert  Cuthbert,  commlaalonar  of  tne 
Victoria  aad  laUnd  Devalopmaat  Aaao- 
clatlOB.  who  explained  that  the  latter 
organliatlon  bad  nothing  more  to  do 
Wltb  the  propoaal  than  to  axUM  it  Ha 
cordial    aupport.

Hbortt.  and  J.  Wood. 

Kav.  Mr.  Inkatar  went  back  to  tna 
origin  of  the  movement,  aUtlng  thai 
two  yeara  ago  be  and  othera  had  rlaltod 
tha  Blk  Lake  property  and  bad  made  a 
thorough  inapectlon.  wltb  tba  raault  that 
tha  conclualon  bad  baan  reached  that 
there  could  be  no  better  alU  far  what 
waa  In  mind.  Mr.  C.  H.  Ruat  had  prt- 
pared  a  plan,  a  copy  of  which  waa  before 
the  Council  and  membera  of  the  depw- 
utlon.  It  waa  a  beautiful  drawing,  aad 
ha  wlahed  to  acknowladge  the  palaa 
Ukaa  by  tha  city  engineer  to  preaaht 
the  propoaal  In  aa  clear  a  manner  tfa 
poBOlbla. 

nana  AvgaaMa* 
There  were  two  arguraenta  In  favor 
of  the  project.  which  Mr.  Inkatar 
thought  were  unanawerabla.  Tba  flrat 
waa  of  a  moral  character  ant!  6r*  ictnd 
with  which  he  waa  continually  dealing. 
It  waa  a  fact  that  communities  were 
conatantly  being  confronted  with  a  con- 
dition among  their  people  which  waa  not 
healthy.  He  wanted  to  aay  that  there 
waa  nothing  that  tended  ao  decidedly  to 
eliminate  any  tendency  to  morbidity  on 
tba  part  of  tha  people  than  plenty  of 
wholeaome  outdoor  ezerclae.  He  waa 
tond  of  the  game  of  golf  blmaelf.  ao 
that  he  knew  of  what  he  waa  speaking 
when  he  aald  that  there  waa  no  health- 
ier or  more  enjoyable  form  of  recrea- 
tion. For  yeara  the  city  of  Edinburgh 
had  bad  a  municipal  links,  and  it  was 
reported  that  not  an  hour  of  any  day 
paaaad  without  it  being  In  uae.  Since 
Ita  Introduction,  the  reduction  of  crime 
had  been  commented  on  by/  the  police, 
and  tub  Improvement  of  the  moral  tone 
of  the  community  had  been  a  matt"r 
for  comment  by  the  Mayor  and  other 
oftlclala.  Thia  waa  one  concreate  In- 
atanoe  of  the  effect  of  auch  a  public 
meana  of  pleaaurc. 

Mia  aecond  argument  waa  the  neces- 
olty  facing  Victoria  of  providing  amoae- 
ment  for  raaldenta  attracted  by  her 
beauty  climatically  and  acenlcally,  aa 
wall  aa  for  the  transient.  There  waa 
no  doubt  that  Victoria  waa  a  fine 
place  to  Uva:  that  Ita  charm  grew  on 
one  with  the  passing  yeara  This  be- 
ing so.  It  waa  aasurad  that  Ita  popu- 
larity raaldantlally,  and  from  the  tour- 
ist atandpolnt.  waa  bound  to  Increaae. 
Ha,  therefore,  thought  there  was  no  an- 
swer to  the  proposal  that  suitable  at- 
tractlona  would  have  to  bo  provided  for 
tho    general    public. 

Uolf.  Mr.  Inkatar  concluded,  waa  de- 
veloping Into  the  moat  popular  game, 
not  only  of  Scotland,  but  of  Great  Brit- 
ain and  the  IJnIted  SUtea.  For  this,  'utd 
the  reasena  he  had  given,  he  believed 
that  the  city  would  be  doing  the  proper 
thing  In  authorising  the  comparatively 
small  expenditure  of  %ljt00,  or  there- 
abouts, to  make  the  needed  Improve- 
ments to  tba  land  near  Elk  and  Beaver 
lakea.  It  waa  admirably  adapted  to 
auch  a  usa  In  addition  to  that  game. 
It  would  be  possible  to  make  provision 
for  picnickers,  who  could  enjoy  boating, 
baseball,  cricket,  and  other  gamea. 
WofiaaMa  SBvaataaat 
Mr.  W.  J.  Shbrtt  spoke  aa  a  retail 
merchant,  assarting  that,  apart  from 
tba  argumenta  advanced  by  Rev.  Mr. 
iiikater,  he  believed  that  the  Invcatment 
would  be  profitable  to  those  engaged  In 
bualnesa  here.  Vlaltora  would  be  In- 
duced to  make  their  atays  longer  than 
they  otherwiaa  would,  and,  of  courna, 
the  longer  they  stayed  the  greater  would 
be  their  outlay.  Tbia  waa  a  aalflah 
viewpoint,  but  It  waa  one  which  could 
not  be  overlooked. 

Mr.  Conrad  Bchwengers  drew  atten- 
tion to  tha  fact  that  there  ware  a  large 
number  of  commercial  men  <nmlng,  to 
Victoria  who  wanted  to  play  golf.  He 
caroo  In  touch  with  thaao  ganUemen, 
and  he  wlahed  to  aay  that  practically 
all  aaked  bim  whether  they  could  have 
a  game  while  here.  There  were  hun- 
dreds of  this  class,  and.  If  pitbllc  llnka 
were  established,  such  men  would  spend 
mucb  longer  here  than  they  do. 

Commissioner  Cuthbert  said  that  St- 
attle  had  Invested  1100,000  In  a  muni- 
cipal llnka  In  the  first  eight  montha 
of  Its  use,  la.OOO  players  had  been  ad- 
mitted, and  tha  rctuma  were  ll.tO*  over 
tba  expenaea. 

Anawarlng  a  queatlon,  ha  said  that 
tha  chargea  were  graded.  For  onaday'a 
play  It  waa  (Oc.  for  half  a  day.  He.  and 
tickata  for  thooe  perloda  for  a  month 
Wars  to  be  bought  In  the  city. 

Ha  alao  aUtad  that  the  Council  would 

be   In   a  poattton    to  give   ratumad  aol- 

dlara  employment  In  doing  tha  roqulrad 

work  on  the  property. 

Alderman    Todd    waa    Inclined    to    fa* 


var  tha  lavaataMat.  Vat  aiUy  would  It 
prwvlda  a  laaana  far  tha  aajayaiaat  of 
golf,  but  It  would  mean  tha  optaing  of 
a  parh  far  gaaaral  uaa  of  uarlvaleU 
beauty.  Tbor*  coold  be  boating.  r>ah- 
iag.  aad  oibir  sporta  The  CauacU. 
however,  would  bavs  to  eooM  to  aoma 
underatanding  with  the  Saaalcb  Muni- 
cipality before  making  a  daflalta  womr*.

Capt.  Thomaa  Pamphlet,  one  of  tha 
bast  known  pioneer  navigators  of  tha 
Paciflo  Coaat,  paaaed  away  at  a  lata 
hour  Thuraday  night  at  the  residence. 
>7t0  Graham  Street.  Ha  was  In  bis 
elghty-nrst  year. 

The  aged  mariner  waa  born  In  the 
county  of  Essex,  England,  on  January 
21,  laia,  bla  father  being  prominently 
connected  with  the  Cuatoma  ofllce  there. 
At  the  age  of  IS  ba  commenced  his  long 
career  on  the  aea.  In  114*  he  Joined 
the  Eaton  Nab  aa  apprentice,  and  after 
soma  years  of  aarvica  wltb  tbla  veaaal 
he  tranaferred  to  a  tranaport  ablp, 
wblcta  was  called  Into  service  during 
the  Crimean  War.  The  vessel  was 
chartarod  for  the  BUck  Sea.  and  It 
waa  cloaa  to  tha  sone  of  flghting  at 
the  time  of  the  bombardment  of  Odessa, 
wblla  H.  M.  8.  Tiger,  tha  predeceaaor 
of  tha  modern  battla-orulaer  bearing 
that  naftia,  went  down  juat  alongalde 
the  ablp  upon  which  young  Pamphlet 
waa  aarvlng.  During  the  flghting  at 
Balaclava,  Pamphlet  and  several  of  his 
companions  put  off  In  a  small  boat  and 
paid  a  visit   to  the  British   Unea 

Upon  his  return  to  England,  be 
studied  for  the  Customs  service,  but 
being  too  young  to  enter,  set  out  on 
the  bark  Agnes  Garland  for  the  Pa- 
clftc  Coast.  While  his  flrst  Intention 
was  simply  to  spend  elghtaan  montha 
In  theae  watera,  ha  never  once  re- 
turned to  the  country  which  he  left, 
and  ba  never  regretted  thIa  He  ar- 
rived In  Victoria  In  llll,  and  In  the 
following  year  he  obtained  a  poaltlon 
with  the  trading  schooner  Ino.  His 
short  career  with  this  vessel  served 
to  Impreaa  upon  hla  mind  the  poaal- 
bllltlea  of  trade  on  thIa  Coaat,  and  ha 
purchaaed  the  achooner  Violet,  laid 
down  at  Pachena  by  Messrs.  Bamfleld 
*  Francis.  Soon  after  he  had  made  his 
purchase,  the  great  excursion  to  the 
Cariboo  goldflelds  commenced,  and 
Capt.  Pamphlet  turned  bis  vaaaal  to 
profltabla  uaa  by  engaging  In  the  paa- 
sengar  and  freight  aarvlce  from  here 
to   the   Mainland. 

VUot  Aboard  X.  M.  8.  SataaUta 
In  ISSa,  tha  brig  Swlaa  Boy  waa  cap- 
tured by  the  Indiana  and  taken  to 
Barkley  Bound.  H.  M.  8.  Sattellte  was 
Immediately  prepared  In  Esquimau 
harbor  to  underlkke  a  punitive  expedi- 
tion, and  Capt.  Pamphlet,  being  well 
veraod  In  the  pecuUarltlea  of  the  ooaat 
In  tba  Barklay  Bound  dlatrlct,  waa  ap« 
pointed  pilot  and  Interpreter.  In  thia 
capacity,  ha  performed  hla  duties  ad- 
mirably, and  when  he  returned  to  Vic- 
toria be  Immediately  found  a  partner 
In  a  Mr.  Bolton  In  the  charter  of  the 
famoua  old  veaaal  Cariboo,  which  waa 
owned  and  operated  by  tha  Hudaon'a 
Bay  Company  for  many  yeara  After  a 
abort  time  he  took  over  the  schooner 
Meg  Merrllees  In  partnership  with  Capt. 
Edward  Stamp,  the  pioneer  of  the  lum- 
ber milling  Industry  In  British  Colum- 
bia. While  with  the  Meg  Marrlleaa. 
Capt.  Pamphlet  choaa  tha  alta  for  the 
Albernl  aaw  mllla.  with  which  ha  was 
connected  for  many  yeara.  lie  waa  alao 
responsible  for  the  naming  of  several 
bay*  and  inlets  along  the  coast  of  the 
Island,  among  them  being  Dodger  Cove, 
whtcb  was  called  this  aa  a  result  of 
his  saying  at  one  tlma  to  the  captain  of 
H.  M.  8.  Maeate:  "This  is  a  (Ina  place 
to  dodge  la." 

A  abort  tlma  later  ha  aelected  the 
alta  for  tho  aaw  mllla  of  Capt.  Stamp 
on  Burrard  Inlet.  Thla  aatabllahmant 
gradually  developed  Into  tha  Haatlnga 
Mllla  of  today.  Ha  went  to  aea  again 
In  the  achooner  laabel.  the  flrst  vessel 
to  be  built  by  the  Hanttngs  company, 
and  he  remained  aa  her  maater  until 
isaa.  when  he  waa  made  a  pilot  for  t^e 
porta  n/  Victoria.  Nanaimo  and  Biir- 
rard  Inlet,  la  which  aarvlee  be  contin- 
ued until  ia7«.

Some  years  later  ha  beeame  a  part- 
ner of  the  lata  Mr.  Pater  MoQuada  and 
Mr.  Jamea  Raymur  and  worked  with 
thaao  gentlemen  on  a  contract  to 
transport  rock  from  Nelson  Island,  with 
which  to  construct  a  drydock  In  %m- 
qulmalt  harbor.  Bafora  ha  retired  from 
active  Ufa,  be  conaMndad  the  ataam- 
ars  Sir  Jamea  Douglaa.  Baavar  and 
Alexapdra,  all  thaoa  vaaaala  being  ax- 
ceptloaally  wall  known  aad  cloaaly  aa- 
aoclatad  wltb  the  early  blatory  of  the 
Province.

The  action  of 
the  Uovernment  In  aaalstlng  by  the  edu- 
cational and  demonstration  worl.  of  the 
i.>«partment  of  Agriculture,  anc  by  the 
Olstributlon  of  seed  graUi.  had  proved 
of  Immense  value  to  the  farmera  In 
the  new  districts  of  the  North,  In  1»15, 
crops  Increased  150  per  cent  over  the 
previous  year;  cattle  60  per  cent,  and 
nogs  20  per  cent.

Enemy  Throws  Away  Many 
Thousands  of  Men  in-Efforts 
to  Capture  Verdun — ^^Mowed 
Down  by  French  75's. 


LONDON,  March  17.— The  Paris  cor- 
respondent of  The  Ually  Mall,  tele- 
graphing yesterday,  said: 

"After  a  lull  of  three  days,  the  at- 
tack on  Verdun  by  the  west  bank  of 
the  Meuse  began'  on  Tuesday  at  4 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  It  opened 
badly  for  the  Germans,  who.  after  gain- 
ing a  precarious  footing  in  one  of  the 
French  advanced  trenches,  were  obliged 
to  surrender  almost  all  the  ground  they 
had  won,  as  the  result  of  a  vigorous 
French  counter-attack  farly  this  morn- 
ing with  bayonet  and  hand  grenades. 

"On  Monday  the  enemy  brought  a 
division  from  Forges  to  Hill  220,  near 
Kegnlevllle,  but  attempts  to  advance 
from  Cumlerea  over  Ooose  Hill  met 
with  disaster.

"Monday  night  the  Germans  worked 
their  way  to  positions  on  the  fringe  of 
tbe  Kavens'  wood.  Loiter  they  de- 
bouched from  the  latter  to  attack  thu 
wore  northerly  of  the  two  heights 
which  form  the  Lieadman  (Le  Mort 
Homme).  The  enemy  approached  in 
compact  columnH,  by  three  different 
routes,  with  the  evident  Intention  of 
overwhelming  the  French  by  numbers. 
On  they  came,  wave  after  wave,  grey- 
clad,  hardly  Ave  leet  separating  man 
from  man  and  less  than  100  yards 
dl^dlng  each  successive  wave. 

"The  main  attack  was  directed  from 
Havens'  wood  against  Hill  266,  while 
two  flanking  attacks,  each  a  brigade 
strong,  attempted  to  push  through 
Bethincourt  \  II lane  and  along  the  rail- 
way  embankment. 

"The  only  section  which  met  with 
success  was  the  centre.  By  a  series 
of  sledgehammer  blows.  In  which  they 
lost  enormously,  the  Germans  at  this 
point  managed  to  hack  -their  way  into 
two  aailents  of  the  French  positions. 
Tbe  total  gains  did  not  amount^  to  200 
yards  of  the  French  front  Una. 

"The  enemy  on  the  right  and  left 
came  under  a  murderous  endladiog  Hre 
from  Malancourt,  from  Hill  >9i  and 
from  half  a  dosen  forts  commanding 
the  loop  of  the  Meuse.  In  many  places 
tbe  foe  was  caught  tn  a  orossflre.  /The 
French  had  been  preparing  for  such 
attacks,  and  scores  of  "71"  batteries 
had  t>een  brought  up.  No  troops  in  the 
world  could  withstand  sDCb  an  infer- 
nal  iMmbardment. 

"The  Germans  fell  in  rows  and  were 
trampled  underfoot  by  their  oncoming 
comrades.  One  battalion.  emerging 
from  a  railway  dMilng,vsouth  of  Reg- 
nievillek  made  a  third  rush  forward 
with  the  double  object  of  gaining  shel- 
ter and  the  lower  flanks  of  Oooss  Hill. 

"As  they  sped  along  they  were  an 
easy  mark  for  the  French  gunners  on 
the  Dead  Man  and  at  Malancourt.  aad 
a  few  minutee  later  they  were  rolling 
In  hundreds  down  the  emlwnkment. 
Many  of  those  not  mortally  wounded 
found  death  in  the  ewollen  waters  of 
the  Meuse. 

"At  dawn  this  morning  the  French 
counter-attacked  on  Hill  itt  with  a 
amall  force,  with  comparatively  light 
loee^  and  won  back  most  of  the  posi- 
tions the  Germans  had  captured  at  a 
cost  of  several  thousand  men."
